Story of Jews Is 


Told tb Rotarians 


Dr. W. R. Anderson Re 
calls Adventure of World- 


Wide Nation 


The story of the Jews—described by 


one authority as the greatest miracle 
of all history—was told, at the Hope 
Rotary club luncheon Friday in Hotel 
Barlow by Dr. W, R. Anderson, pastor 
of First Presbyterian church. 


"They are the only inbred nation on 


tho face of the earth." Dr. Anderson 
said,- "yet they are the healthiest of 
all people, able to withstand pleagues 
when other races are swept 
away 


Their blood strain has remained ab- 
solutely pure from the day of Abra- 
ham, 
Isaac and Jacob, down to the 


present day. 
, 


"An infinitesmal part of the world's 


population—18,000,000 against 1,600,000,- 
000 Gentiles —and 
their 
members 


scattered among 64 nations, the Jews 
are a nation without 
a country, yet 


influencing international affairs as no 
other one race ever has done. 


"The story of the Jews is full of 


oppression and persecution, but in all 
ages and all nations these people have 
been consistently In the forefront of 
medicine, finance, and all the arts and 
science. At times the power of the 
Jew has seemed to waver, but it has 
always come back, until today this 
race has reached the greatest prom- 
inence in 2,000 years." 
, 


Dr. Anderson discussed the effect 


of the nationalist spirit aroused in all 
nations by the World war. He told ot 
a conference of Protestant and Catho- 
lic churchmen in London during the 
war when it was freely prophesized 
that this world-wide conflict was a 
preliminary step to the re-establish- 
mtnt of the Kingdom of David. 


"When General Allenby 
and his 


British 
troops captured Jerusalem 


from the Arabs, the world was pro- 
foundly stirred," tht speaker said. 


"The effect was seen when at the 


treaty qf peace the Allies acquired 
Palestine, whose possession was sought 
by «the Jewish Zionist movement 40 
yeai-j before.

"In 1922 the Allies gave Britain a 


mandate over Palestine. 


"All of these measures were the re- 


sult not of a religious movement par- 
ticularly, but the new-born spirit of 
patriotism on the spart of the Jews, 
and its recognition by the other na- 
tions. The Jews, scattered among 61 
nations, wanted * national home of 
thejr own. So it may be that we shall 
live to see the Kingdom of David re- 
established in the city of Jerusalem."

the states surfaced 24,464 miles of high- 
way in 1930 to link more closely rural 
and urban America and add. to the 
joys of motoring. 


In addition, the Bureau of Public 


Roads said Thuniday, 7,813 miles of 
road were improved to a point ready 
for surfacing which will be complet- 
ed in this year's gigantic road build- 
ing program. 


The total expenditures by'state high- 


way departments last year amounted 
to $980,000,000, an increase of 22 per 
cent over 1929. The road surfaced was 
2,393 miles greater than in the pre- 
vious year. 


The state systems include 324,496 


miles of which 228,221 are now sur- 
faced. Wisconsin, with 1,825 miles led 
all the states in amount of surfacing; 
Arkansas was second with 1,782 and 
Kansas third with 1,775.
